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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-14 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
As to Claim 1 , the prior art of record taken alone or in combination, fails to disclose or 
render obvious an object light having a wavelength of about 309 nm and resulting from two or 
more laser beams, which have been irradiated to a space to be monitored, is collected and 
converted to an electronic image, and the electronic image is amplified and converted back to an 
optical image, in combination with the rest of the limitations of the claim. 

As to Claim 8, the prior art of record taken alone or in combination, fails to disclose or 
render obvious means for collecting an object light having a wavelength of about 309 nm and 
resulting from laser beams irradiated to a space to be monitored, image producing means for 
converting the object light to an electronic image, amplifying the electronic image, and 
converting back the amplified electronic image to an optical image, in combination with the rest 
of the limitations of the claim.

(f) BACKGROUND OF THE INVENTION.

(2) Description of Related Art including information disclosed under 37 
CFR 1.97 and 1.98. 

(g) BRIEF SUMMARY OF THE INVENTION. 

(h) BRIEF DESCRIPTION OF THE SEVERAL VIEWS OF THE DRAWING(S). 

(i) DETAILED DESCRIPTION OF THE INVENTION. 

(j) CLAIM OR CLAIMS (commencing on a separate sheet). 

(k) ABSTRACT OF THE DISCLOSURE (commencing on a separate sheet).

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Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a) because they fail to show, 

particularly in Fig. 1, descriptive legends for easy comprehension of the claimed subject matter 

as described in the specification. 

"Legends. Suitable descriptive legends may be used subject to approval by the 
Office, or may be required by the examiner where necessary for understanding of 
the drawing. They should contain as few words as possible." See MPEP cfrs 37 1.84 (o). 

Any structural detail that is essential for a proper understanding of the disclosed 
invention should be shown in the drawing. MPEP § 608.02(d). Corrected drawing sheets in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of 
the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being 
amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as 
"amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from 
the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and 
appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering of the 
remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be 
labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and 
informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the 
drawings will not be held in abeyance. 
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Prosecution on the merits is closed in accordance with the practice under Ex parte 
Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213, (Comm'rPat. 1935).
